ARMY SCANDALS 


New Chief of Staff Asks 
Anyone With Such 
Knowledge to Supply 
It— Wants Service 
‘Freed of Suspicion.’

Omar N., Bradley, Army chief of 
staff, said in an interview with the 
Post-Dispatch today he hoped any 
persons having knowledge of dis- 
honest actions by army officers 
would make formal charges as 
quickly as possible go such officers 
could be punished and ousted from 
the military establishment. He 
wants to get the Army from under 
the cloud of suspicion created by 
such scandals as the Brig. Gen. 
Bennett E. Meyers case. 

The information, touching the 
personal and official integrity of 
an officer, he suggested, could be 
sent directly to the Army, the De- 
partment of Justice, the local fed- 
eral district attorney or to a 
Senator or Representative. 

“If any such information is 
brought to my attention,” he said, 
“there will be immediate action by 
the Army.”

The new chief of staff spoke 
with sympathy about high ranking 
officers who had left the Army 
for bigger salaries in industry, but 
emphasized that this sympathy 
was predicated on the assumption 
that there had been no fraud or 
collusion between an officer and 
the industry in which he accepted 
employment. 

“I've had several business offers 
at much more than my Army pay,” 
he remarked, “and I've been a 
combat man most of my Army life.

Many other 
officers in the same situation as 
mine have gone with business, and 
there has been some criticism and 
suspicion. 

“Just the other day I was told 
that a major general’s take-home 
pay after taxes is 5 per cent less 
today than it was in 1908, Either 
a major general was overpaid then 
or is underpaid now. Of course 
there is retirement pay but many 
people do not realize that retire- 
ment pay stops with the officer's 
death so there is nothing for his 
widow, That is one reason why of- 
ficers take business jobs—-they are 


trying to leave an estate. 

“Of course, if any officer makes

Henderson said in an address 
that Greece and Turkey stand to- 
day as the two “firm obstacles” 
preventing international Commu- 
nism from sweeping into the Medi- 
terranean. Then he declared the 
United States “will not stand idly 
by” and permit Greece to fall vic- 
tim to this movement. 

Henderson warned Russia to be- 
ware of giving substantial military 
aid to the guerrillas in Greece, 
although he predicted this might 
happen “in case international 
Communism should find its ad- 
vance guard in Greece is in dan- 

yg 
“U.S. Can Be Just as Firm.” 

“International Communism in 
its desire to obtain ¢ontro] over 
Greece may venture so far as to 
create a situation with which the 
armed forces of Greece alone 
could not be expected to cope,” he 
gaid. “The development of such 
a situation would, of course, re- 
quire a re-examination of the 
whole Greek problem. 

“It seems likely that the forces 
of international Communism 
would pause before launching a 
policy of overt aggression against 
Greece if they could only under- 
stand that the determination of 
the United States and other Dem- 
ocratic countries to prevent 
Greece from falling a victim to a 
foreign aggression can be just as 
firm as that of the aggressor to 
deprive Greece of her independ- 
ence and integrity.” — 

Under the yoke of international 
Communism, Henderson said, the 
people of eastern Europe con- 
tinue even after the defeat of 
Adolf Hitler to be deprived of 
their liberties. He declared its

Greece, but he hinted that money 
may not be sufficient if the situ- 
ation continues to deteriorate.

Menon quoted Korean leaders as 
saying “the U.N. is our last hope,” 
then he asserted: “If this last 
hope, too, is shattered, Korea may 
blow up; and it may be the be- 
ginning of a vaster cataclyam in 
Asia and the world.” 

Menon told the delegates that 
Russia’s non-co-operation made it 
impossible for the commission to 
carry out the Assembly's instruc- 
tions to hold national elections. 
Russia and five other Slav coun- 
tries, which are boycotting the 
“Little Assembly,” were not pres- 
ent to hear the report.

Menon minimized the impor-

ment” in the Soviet zone, 

“A recent news agency dispatch 
from Seoul appears to have 
caused misunderstanding,” he said,

A total of 577 for- 
eign-born brides of American 
service men came to the St. Louis 
area since 1945, while 44 Jewish 
refugee families came to the city 
since 1940, it was stated.

Charles J. Dietrich, whose wife 
is suing two St. Louis widows for 
$100,000 for alienation of his affec- 
tions, took the stand in Circuit 
Court today as a defense witness, 
and described a gay party at 
which he and a woman compan- 
ion, both fully clothed, got soaked 
under a snower. 

The party took place at the home 
of Len A. Maune, 38 Godwin lane, 
Ladue, in 1944, when Dietrich was 
stationed in St. Louis as a Navy 
lieutenant directing war plants in 
seven states. His companion on 
this occasion, he testified, was 
Miss Ameta Meyer. 

Drinks were served—‘“all you 
wanted”—and he took Miss Meyer 
to see a shower off the bedroom of 
Mrs. Maune, he related. “I was 
showing Miss Meyer a very beau- 
tiful shower, and I found myself 
all wet,” he testified. “Miss Meyer 
‘had on a flowered silk dress, and 
it was practically ruined.” 

Maune previously had testified 
that Dietrich on one occasion 
made “an old 76 pass” at Mrs. 
Nancy E. McLaughlin, and hugged 
and kissed her. Asked if he had 
made such a pass, Dietrich retort- 
ed, “I heard of everything in the 
Navy, but I don’t know what that 
is.” Asked specifically if he had 
placed his arm around Mrs. Mc- 
laughlin, he said, “Not that I 
know of.” / 


“Was everybody drinking that 
night?” he was asked. 

“Yes,” he replied, “that was the 
greatest drinking place in St. 
Louis.” 

Questioned regarding affection 
shown Mrs. McLaughlin in the 
course of a party at a restaurant 
on Dec. 31, 1944, Dietrich said, “I 
probably without question kissed 
her on New Year's eve, just like 
everybody else.” 

Dietrich emphatically stated he 
has no intention of returning to 
his wife, Mae.

The Kilgore bill, introduced be- 
fore the Centralia (Ill.) disaster 
of last March 25 in which 111 men 
were killed, can be summarized 
as follows: 

The Secretary of the Interior 
would be authorized to prescribe 
“reasonable regulations establish- 
ing standards and requirements” 
for preventing or correcting un- 
safe or unhealthy conditions and 
for preventing accidents. 

“Buch regulations may provide, 
among other things, that the op- 
erations of any mine shall be 
suspended in whole or in part 
upon the order of a coal mine in- 
spector if he finds in such mine 
an unsafe or unhealthy condition 
which is specified in the regula- 
tions as a ground for suspension.” 

Notice by publication of a new 

or amendment would 
be required 30 days in advance of 
its effective date.

There would be 
a funicular elevator for public ac- 
cess to a lookout at the summit 
of the arch. 

West of the arch, leading up the 
slope to Third street would be an 
open area, with sculptural designs 
under a terrace, illustrating events 
connected with the Louisiana Pur- 
chase and the pioneer movement. 
North and south of the open space 
would be a rolling area, heavily 
wooded, intended to recall the ap- 
pearance of the land in earlier 
days. Museum buildings would be 
at the south end, masked by trees 
and near a densely-shaded forma] 
park, Removal of the present 
levee elevated railroad tracks is 
assumed in all cases, 

The monument, a_ parabolic 
arch, would be the tallest struc- 
ture in St. Louis and 35 feet high- 
er than the Washington monu- 
ment. In cross-section the columns 
would be equilateral triangles, 56 
feet on each side at the base and 
12 feet on each side at the sum- 
mit. Bases would be 630 feet 


apart, with entrances under- 
ground. 

Saarinen said he conceived the 
idea for the monument in a 
search for a design basically 
simple, modern and striking, while 
carrying out the theme of a gate- 
way to the West.

Previously, Duphorne had testi- 
fied about heavy price increases 
for common items purchased reg- 
ularly in large quantities by 
Southwestern Bell from Western 
Electric. He made comparisons 
between prices for 1940 and for 
July 1947, but said the bulk of the 
increases had occurred since Jan. 
1, 1946, as prices had been frozen 
during the war. He said it was 
not possible to make a composite 
showing as to the price changes 
for all articles purchased, but 
maintained that the following il- 
lustrations were representative: 


One variety of cable, 85 per 
cent increase; another variety, 
60 per cent; 25-foot creosoted 
pine poles, 148 per cent; certain 
83-foot poles, 137 per cent; a 
variety of copper wire used ex- 
tensively, 67 per cent; spot or 
bulk, copper, 88 per cent; small 
dial-type private branch ex- 
change switchboards, 28 per 
cent; the common “combined 
handset” telephone, 12 per cent. 

Because of variations in items 
purchased, it would not be possi- 
ble to get a satisfactory composite 
showing of the rise in Western 
Electric prices, even by making 
calculations for many thousands of 
individual items, Duphorne as- 
serted. 

Randolph tried, without success, 
to show through Duphorne that 
Western Electric had made sharp 
price increases in 1930 at the start 
of the depression and again in 
1935 as business conditions were 
beginning to improve. An objec- 
tion to this line of questioning by 
John Mohler, company attorney, 
was overruled. 

Mohler told the commission that 
“earnings” of Western Electric on 
sales to Southwestern Bell were 
shown in a special study made for 
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depositions taken at New York for 
use in this hearing. Jerome M. 
Joffee, special utilities counsel for 
Kansas City, asserted that this ex- 
hibit merely showed sales, not 
earnings. 

The deposition testimony, Moh- 
ler said, demonstrated that West- 
ern Electric had made a profit of 


4.1 per cent in its sales to South- 
western Bell over a 31-year period, 
compared with a 4,2 per cent 
profit in its sales to all the asso- 
ciated Bell companies in the A.T. 
& T. system. 

Asks About Possible Saving. 

Questioning Vande Steeg, Mil- 
ton Litvak, assistant city counselor 


of St. Joseph, showed that the ra-

Armored Coaches Raked With 
Bullets as Convoy Enters 
City in Palestine.

Two St. Louisans traveling in 
Palestine escaped injury yesterday 
when Arabs ambushed a convoy 
entering Haifa, raking two ar- 
mored busses with bullets. 

Passengers in the leading bus 
included Mrs. Babette Lipsitz, 5740 
Waterman avenue, and Bernard 
K. Schram, 4401 McPherson ave- 
nue. One shot pierced the vehicle 
and narrowly missed the Jewish 
driver. More than 30 bullets 
emashed into the armor of the 
second bus. A tire was punctured 
and the bus almost overturned, 
but no one was hurt. 

The convoy, escorted by a strong 
Hagana guard, ran a 200-yard 
gantiet from snipers entrenched 
behind several houses. The inci- 
dent occurred as a delegation from 
the United States, inspecting facil- 
ities for displaced persons in con- 
nection with a forthcoming United 
Jewish Appeal drive to raise $250,- 
000,000, was entering Haifa through 
the Arab section of Wadi Rush- 
miya. 

British Sixth Airborne Division 
troops stopped the busses near the 
edge of the Arab district and, be- 
cause of reports that passengers 
had returned the gunfire, demand- 
ed to search the convoy. Jewish 
leaders protested, and the convoy 
was escorted to Haifa after su- 
perior officers arrived. The group 
was held for two hours. 

The Jewish Appeal delegation 
had been inspecting settlements in 
Tiberius, Mrs. Lipsitz is co-chair- 
man of the women’s division of 
the fund-raising campaign here, 
and Schram is press representa- 
tive. Four other St. Louisans who 
are touring Palestine in connec- 
tion with the drive apparently 
were not in the ambushed party.

It was at about this time and 
in these circumstances that two 
Catholic priests, Bishop James 
Edward Walsh, Superior General 
of the ‘Catholic Foreign Missionary 
Society, at Maryknoll, New York, 
and Father Drought, returned to 
the United States from Japan. 
They reported that they had 
talked to many highly placed Jap- 
anese, including Matsuoka; they 
realized that relations between the 
two countries were strained and 
that worse might follow, and they 
had a laudable desire to do what- 
ever they could as private citizens 
to avert the prospect of war. 

Postmaster General Walker. 


They contacted on the one hand 
Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker, one of the most promi- 
nent Catholics in the Administra- 
tion, and on the other several 
members of the Japanese Em- 
bassy. 


The President and I agreed that 
Bishop Walsh and Father Drought, 
along with Postmaster General 
Walker. could continue their 
contacts with the Japanese Em- 
bassy on a purely private basis 
and seek to reduce to writing 
what the Japanese had in mind.

Patience and Able Aid. 

What has been accomplished, it 
must be stated at once, is pri- 
marily due to the patience, wis- 
dom and long-headedness of Sen- 
ator Vandenberg, with an assist 
credited to Ambassador Lewis W. 
Douglas. Douglas, himself, is the 
first to say, both in private and 
in public, that Senator Vanden- 
berg deserves the principal credit. 
It is not much to say that the 
Michigan Senator has done what 
appeared to be impossible. 

Initially, he was confronted with 
a situation made to order for the 
opposition, in which President 
Truman and Secretary of State 
Marshall had wholly failed to 
rouse the country or the Congress 
to the urgency of the European 
problem. 

The ERP bill, as originally pre- 
sented to the Senate and House, 
was also full of scores of minor 
irritants to the Congress, These 
could be played upon by the Oop- 
position until the little irritants 
became patches of general inflam- 
mation.

Correspondents 
Criticize Press 
Policy in Japan 


Reporters Harassed, 
Military Security In- 
voked to Control 
News, They Charge.

TOKYO, Feb. 19 (AP). 

ORRESPONDENTS criticizing 
press policy in Japan told Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today that 
Army agents raided one reporter's 
home and nine others were em- 
barrassed by critical letters his 

officers sent their employers. 


A report of a special committee 
of the Tokyo Correspondents Club 
said one correspondent’ has been 
barred from Japan and others 
have been harassed by attempts 
at intimidation, coercion and cen- 
sorship. 

All this, the report charged, 
was done “under the guise of 
military security.” It said secur- 
ity regulations “have been used 
repeatedly in an effort to control 
or influence the handling of 
news.” 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from MacArthur or his 
a 


ce Charges. 

The report contained these spe- 
cific charges: 

1, One correspondent was ¢x- 
cluded from Japan on the basis 
of “vague and unsubstantiated 
security allegations” and the 
specific charge he had shown 
“marked antipathy toward 
American policy.” (Presumably 
this is Compton Pakenham of 
Newsweek, recently barred on 
the charge he associated with 
Japanese of “feudalistic and 
militaristic tendencies.”) 

2. Another correspondent who 
wrote stories considered critical 
by authorities was “subjected. 
to interrogation and threats” 
and his home was raided by 
Army criminal investigation de- 
tachment agents. 

3. “Official letters are known 
to have been sent to employ- 
ers of at least nine correspond- 
ents seeking to embarrass the 
correspondent in hia, relations 
with his employer and Th a num- 
ber of instances requesting the 
removal of the correspondent.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To a comparatively uninformed person 
like myself, the Palestine dilemma sums 
itself up thus: 


1, We are reluctant to incur Arab dis- 

Pleasure because we fear ita effect on 
the disposition of Middle East oil sup- 
plies. 
_ 2. To back down without seeing that 
the UN decision on Palestine is carried 
out would be the death knell of that 
organization. 


3. We cannot send a United States 
force to the scene to enforce the deci- 
sion without Russian consent. The Rus- 
sians cannot do it without our consent. 
For either power to take any foolhardy 
steps in that direction could easily pre- 
cipitate a shooting war. 

4. A joint force of United States and 
Russian troops would only lead to a rep- 
etition of the Korean debacle. 


5. We have had no luck with compro- 
mise measures, such as recruiting a po- 
lice force from the smaller nations which 
have no direct interests in the Middle 
East. 

6. The British will not stay and keep 
order beyond the deadline set. 

If these are the facts, what then can 
we do? 

We can make up our minds to one 
thing: we are going to incur the enmity 
of the Arabs. This will be so because 
in UN decision must be enforced. There 


ply no alternative to that. Assum- 
then that we are going to follow 
through and see the decision enforced, 
the best compromise seems to be to help 
the Jews themselves enforce the deci- 
tion. Even now they seem to be confi- 
dent of their ability to do that. Either 
through UN or through negotiations 
with the British we should bring about 
the transfer of British Army arms and 
munitions now in Palestine to the Jew- 
ish state there, thus making certain that 
the Jews can hold their own, 

I believe that the strengthening of the 
Jews in Palestine will actually avert 
hostilities, and that the Arabs will ac- 
cept the pill and eventually, for their 
own self-interest, resume friendly rela- 
tions with the United States. The ad- 
vantages of such a procedure ought to 
be fairly obvious: 

1. It would, for a change, be taking the 
initiative in. the Russian manner. Just 
what move could the Russians make in 
answer? 

2. It would probably avert actual large- 
scale hostilities in Palestine, but if they 
did begin, would lead to the rapid de- 
feat of the Arab forces defying UN. 

3. It would establish a small but sta- 
ble friendly power in the Middle East. 
By means of the Marshall plan, we could 
cultivate that power until it becomes a, 
potent force in world affairs. In the 
long run, this is the best insurance 

the Russians’ ultimately con- 
trolling the Arab oil fields. We certainly 
ought to be able to trust the Jewish 
leadership there to stick to democratic 
ideals. If any people has had a surfeit 
of dictatorship it is the Jewish people, 
and they can be counted on to recognize 
it no matter what the form. 

4. The transfer of the British a 
munitions to the Jews would be paid 
for by the establishment of British cred- 
its in this country, which in turn should 
reduce their requirements under the 
Marshall plan. Their anxiety for the 
help the Marshall plan offers should 
make it that much easier to get them 
to agree to the plan. 

The idea may have some drawbacks, 
but is there any other plan that fits 
the United States’ policy as well?

The Paul Dillon Case 


The Post-Dispatch asked Sunday what the 
St. Louis Bar Association and the disciplinary 
committee of the integrated state bar think of 
the disappearance of Paul Dillon, St. Louis law- 
yer for underworld characters, to Mexico. 

Since Sunday, enough has come out at the 
congressional committee investigation into the 
federal parole for four one-time Capone gang- 
sters to give the St. Louis bar ample cause to 
review Dillon’s professional relations with clients 
—or at least seeming clients. 

Now it is Dillon’s sworn word against the 
sworn word of the wife of one of the gangsters, 
who were convicted for attempting to shake 
down the movie industry for $1,000,000. 

Under oath, Dillon testified before the same 
House committee last September that he “didn't 
get a nickel” for his efforts to obtain, first, a 
transfer of the gangsters from the Atlanta prison 
to Leavenworth and, second, to get paroles after 
they had served only 3% years of their 10-year 
terms. 

But Mrs, Louis Campagna, also talking under 
oath, says that her husband and Paul Ricca 
paid Dillon $10,000 last November. The money 
was paid, Mrs. Campagna testified, ‘‘to help 
my husband get his parole.” 

This is in conflict with Dillon’s sworn state- 
ment that he told Mrs. Campagna that he would 
not represent the four men as their lawyer. 
He did, however, say that he “would do what 
I could and would drop in af the parole board 
the next time I was in Washington.” 

Mrs. Campagna had the impression that Dillon 
was not acting as a lawyer. In any event, she 
testified that she thought that he was “doing 
a favor.” Yet she says she received a bill for 
$10,000 for “professional services” and after 
consulting her husband paid it. 

Moreover, there is now the report before the 
committee that Dillon delivered $20,000 in cash 
to’ the widow of Edward M. (Putty Nose) Brady 
for Brady’s efforts to obtain the release of the 
gangster, 

Did this St. Louis lawyer act as counsel for 
these gangsters? If he was not counsel and 
was merely doing a favor, why a bill for $10,000 
in “professional services’ rendered? Why is 
he in Mexico? Why is he not in the United 
States where he can be summoned by federal 
subpena to Chicago to assist the House com- 
mittee in its investigation? 

These questions are not for the congressional 
inquiry alone. These questions should be en- 
tertained and answered by the two professional! 
bar committees in St. Louis. The grievance 
committee of the St. Louls Bar Association is 
concerned with the good name of the legal pro- 
fession in this community. The other, which 
can and should be acting independently, is the 
responsible disciplinary committee of the state 
bar, an appointed agent of the Missouri Supreme 
Court. ee 

If one or both of these committees go into 
the case, they might find some surprising 
things. They might find, for example, that the 
release of the four gangsters was part of a 
larger plan. For, if paroles could be arranged 
for four minions of the Capone mob, why could 
not paroles be arranged for other underworld 
characters? Why would parole brokering on 
a national scale not be a highly lucrative busi- 
ness? 

It will look to a lot of laymen as if the respon- 
sible committees of the St. Louis bar have a 
fine chance here to do a public service. 
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Why the Rent Complications? 

Close though the Feb. 29 deadline is, the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee’s rent control bill is still 
complicating a simple matter. Justice to both 
landlords and tenants can be done by simply (1) 
barring evictions for profit and (2) granting un- 
conditional increases of about 15 per cent except 
when tenants have already accepted 15 per ccnt 
increases under the 1947 law. 

Instead of that, the committee bill goes fur- 
ther. Tenants who took increases in 1947 will 
have no protection after April 30, 1949, but those 
who accept increases in 1948 will be protected 
to the end of 1949. Congress promised a longer 
period of protection to those who signed last 
year than to those who did not sign, but this 
bill would violate the promise. 

If this formula is intended to give landlords 
the “cost of living” increases they are due, the 
record argues it will have no such effect. Only 
about one tenant in eight accepted the 1947 in- 
crease. There is no reason to believe that many 
more will accept a voluntary increase now. The 
tendency will be, rather, to assume that controls 
will be extended again next year. Thus, many 
landlords will continue to receive only the rents 
they received during the war. 

The proposed law, like the expiring one, leads 
to injustices falling both on landlords and ten- 
ants. 
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These Nosy Modern Women 

It may be that Dean Mildred Thompson of 
Vassar has something when she says modern 
men are “a lost sex, sick with frustration.”

Having been deprived of a fair measure of 
privacy, maybe men are getting “sick with frus- 
tration.” We wouldn't be bit surprised. But 
that doesn’t make them better husbands, sons 
and brothers.. Why don’t the girls get hep to

ting, and let men enjoy one another’s company 
once in a while?

The Riverfront Design 

A distinctly original yet superbly simple land- 
mark—a huge, modernistic arch symbolizing St. 
Louis as the gateway of the West—has been 
suggested in the prize-winning design in the 
Jefferson National Expansion Memorial archi- 
tectural competition. 

Eero Saarinen and his associates are to be 
congratulated on their bold conception. A look 
at their drawings makes it easy to understand 
why the competition jury selected it for the first 
prize of $40,000, excellent as the other entries 
were. 

Congratulations are in order, too, for Luther 
Ely Smith and the other members of the river- 
front’commission who had the wisdom and per- 
severance essential to the successful culmination 
of this $225,000 competition. It was not easy 
to resist the many temptations to sanction some 
quick and easy scheme for the area and to call 
it a-day. More of the same spirit is necessary 
to persuade the Congress to match funds al- 


ready raised by the city for the completion of . 


the monument. 

Congratulations should go also to. the other 
competitors who gave generously of their time 
and imagination. Some of their ideas may yet 
be adopted for the final pian. For its now as- 
sured excellence, a large measure of credit 
must go to George Howe of Philadelphia, the 
professional director of the competition, who 
now goes to the American Academy in Rome, 
but who will be long remembered in St. Louis 
not only for his personal charm but also fvur 
the high artistic standards on which he insisted 
for this project. 

The problem was a difficult one. It was obvi- 
ously necessary to solve it in modern terms 
without, however, losing sight of its historic sig- 
nificance, and without creating something purely 
monumental—something to be seen once or 
twice and then left to out-of-town visitors.

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Stassen and the Straw Polls 

The Gallup poll has found that by its tests 
Harold Stassen would run ahead of President 
Truman in the North, though Truman leads 
him in the nation. 

The latest Fortune poll also finds that Stassen 
has “improved his position.” The Fortune poll 
ran President Truman in “trial heat” against 
Gen. Eisenhower (the General hadn't withdrawn 
when Fortune went to press), Gov. Dewey, Gen. 
MacArthur, Stassen, Gov. Warren and Senator 
Taft. Gen. Eisenhower was the only one who 
outran Mr. Truman. 

Gov. Dewey did second best, getting 40 per 
cent of the votes cast, against 43 per cent for 
President Truman, with 17 per cent, undecided. 

In the Truman-Stassen compé@tition, the 
President got 40 per cent of the votes against 
36 per cent for Stassen, with those undecided 
rising to 24 per cent. Compared to previous 
Fortune polls, Dewey has lost ground while 
Stassen has gained. 

In the new Fortune poll, the important thing 
is this: The former Minnesota Governor came 
very close to doing as well as Gov. Dewey with 
those voting, but in his case the undecided group 
rose to 24 per cent. 

Seven per cent more voters became undecided 
in the Truman-Stassen test than were undecided 
when Mr. Truman was pitted against Gov. 
Dewey. If the Republicans are intent.on picking 
the man who would run the test race, which it 
is not safe to assume, they might very well pre- 
fer the man who doesn’t have quite as many 
safe supporters at this stage, but whose per- 
sonality and influence are sufficient to make 
more voters think they might be won over to 
him. 

Stassen still is a man to be reckoned with. 
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Peanut Politics in North Carolina 

Six top jobs in the Government’s civil aviation 
setup go begging. Most important is the chair- 
manship of the Civil Aeronautics Board, which 
promulgates air line safety regulations and in- 
vestigates accidents. It has been vacant since 
last December. The directorship of the CAB 
Safety Bureau has been vacant since last Oc- 
tober. In addition, there has been much justi- 
fied criticism of the CAB and its enforcement 
arm, the Civil Aeronautics Authority, because 
the air lines, scheduled and non-scheduled, have 
been hard hit by plane accidents during the 
past year. 

Human lives depend on the Administration 
seeing that the entire civil aviation setup is 


adequately staffed and functioning efficiently.’ 


But, even under these serious circumstances, 
pompous politicians must intrude with their 
peanut politics. North Carolina’s two Senators, 
C. R. Hoey and W. B. Umstead, aided by the 
State’s Democratic National Committeeman, J. 
L. Blythe, have rejected President Truman's 
latest choice for the CAB chairmanship. He was 
James F, Pinkney, professor of political science 
at Davidson College, North Carolina, and former 
chief examiner for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. He had an excellent recommenda- 
tion—that of Thomas K, Finletter, chairman of 
the President's Air Policy Commission. 

But the two Senators and the National Com- 
mitteeman turned thumbs down because Pink- 
ney “was not actively affiliated with the Demo- 
cratic organization in North Carolina.” This 
highly irrelevant objection bore weight with 
the Administration. Perhaps it was because 
Southern politicians are badly roiled over re- 
cent suggestions that Negroes are entitled to a 
citizen’s rights even in the Solid South. At any 
rate, it is a sad commentary on democracy when 
it is revealed that the first prerequisite for fill- 
ing a vital position is proper affiliation with, 
and accreditation by, peanut politicians. 
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Guests at a Democratic unity dinner in Little 
Rock will be allowed to leave before a speech 
by President Truman is piped in. Evidently it is 
felt that unity doesn’t have to go that far,

Bitter Lesson for Us 


Its troubles are a warning not to let inflation get out of hand in 
America, says writer; the result would be not merely depression, 
but Communist triumph; gap between poorly paid workers and 
wealthy abroad is too great for anything else if democracy fails.

Inflation holds a far more serious pros- 
pect for the United States than most Amer- 
lcans yet seem to realize. 

It has a special and intense danger at 
this particular point in the world’s history, 
which makes it more menacing than ever 
before. Its effects, this time, will go far 
beyond questions of income and prices, 
boom and crash. Right now, serious in- 
flation in the most powerful country of the 
West could make all the difference he- 
tween democracy and dictatorship for the 
West, perhaps between peace and war, 

Most Americans grasp what these words 
mean, In a distant sort of way. But the 
sense of sufficient urgency is lacking. 


It's in Europe that the issue is now real- , 


ly understood. If the average American 
could only pay a visit to Britain, France, 
Italy, and see what is happening to aver- 
age people there, and learn what they are 
thinking, his anxiety about the home front 
would redouble. He would come back want- 
ing to roll up his sleeves and do whatever 


* is necessary, even if it had to be drastic, 


to stop the wild horses, 


Tension in the Air 


In Europe, now, there is a terrible .en- 
sion in the air. You are caught at once 
by the haunting fear that comes only when 
Communism is beating at the gates, when 
the rich in your own country grow flagrant- 
ly richer and the poor grow desperately 
poorer, and hatred steals along the streets. 


Talk of the Marshall plan to Europeans 
today, and a brightness returns to the eyes 
of most of them. But talk of boom and 
crash in the great Western écountry whieh 
so directly affects their daily lives, aa they 
have learned to their dismay, and a dul! 
glaze comes over the conversation, Most 
thinking Europeans accept the fact that 
their working classes and underprivileged 
people no longer will accept the pinch of 
inflation, followed by unemployment, Com- 
munism tells them they don't have to, 


The only alternative—it sounds like a 
platitude on this side of the Atlantic, but 
it is so devastatingly real to these Euro- 
peans—the only alternative is to make the 
free-enterprise system reasonably stable. If 
it isn’t done, most Europeans will tell you 
that not even Marshall plans, let alone West 
European defensive alliances, will work. 


Lesson for America 


But to return to the point, which is the 
special lesson that Europe holds for the 
American today: 

Infiation in Europe is spreading its poi- 
son in countries which still have relatively 
low pay for the working classes. There is 
a gulf between workers and upper classes 
which is much deeper than in the United 
States. Into this scene, inflation comes 
with an angry dividing knife. 


Those who have money and property 
usually gain more, because the mere pos- 
session of real goods in time of shortage 
and inflation gives anyone an immense 
trading advantage. Most of these people 
are not deliberately trying to profit out of 
the spreading hunger of the lower classes. 
But that, whether they want it or not, 1s 
what inflation does, It puts the sober, in- 


dustrious, well-meaning citizen with prop- 
erty in a position where he almost cannot 
help but profit at the expense of others. 


But the vicious effect of inflation does 
not stop there. In every society there is 
an unscrupulous minority which is out for 
all it can get. In France and 
example, these were the collaborators with 
the Geeman occupation. They made for- 
tunes, then, out of a regime which was 
taking the lives of their compatriots. 


Flamboyant Show 


Now, with inflation burning hotly, they 
are pouring gasoline on th@ fire. This sort 
of person not only drives any kind of a 
deal which will force prices up, but he 
throws his money around flamboyantly, 
buying powerful American cars, living high 
at the French resorts which are way out 
of reach of the average person, and mak- 
ing a public spectacle of money which the 
hungry worker can only consider to be 
shamefully made. 

With this sort of forces at work, it's 
easier to understand the hatreds which eat 
their way into the political life of Europe. 
Those with property, even the responsible 
ones, simply cannot explain to the lower 
middle classes and workers why they should 
be affluent when others are in bitter mis- 
ery. It just doesn’t go down, to say that 
this is an individualistic society and that 
these people are only enjoying the rewards 
of enterprise and incentive. No explana- 
tions will suffice in these modern times for 
islands of plenty in the midst of the chaos 
which inflation wreaks. 


Communism Breeds 


Brother turns against brother, if one has 
property and the other has not. Neighbor 
turns against neighbor, if the one’s chil- 
dren are eating and the other's almost do 
not. This is the very breeding swamp of 
Communism, 


So Europe says to the United States: 
These things can happen to you. They may 
come more slowly, because you are better 
off; but they are the ultimate end of in- 
flation and of the crack-up which follows. 

Europe says: Don't think you are avoid- 
ing controls, if you let inflation run. Our 
experience shows that you will only be 
fdrced to more drastic controls later on. 

Europe also says: If you are caught by 
inflation, then nothing can save us. We 
are helplessly involved in your economy, 
because you alone have the strength to re- 
build this war-torn Western world. 

These, then, are the leasona which Eu- 
rope holds for Americana today: 

Inflation in the United States is not just 
a domestic matter. 

Its effects do not stop with economics. 


The primary danger is political—wheth- 
er the Western system car attract, rather 
than repel, those people in Europe and else- 
where who are going to judge—and choose 
their way of life-—by the actions of free en- 
terprise, not by American talk about it.

Avid readers of newspaper comie strips 
will be interested in this book. Waugh, a 
comic-strip artist in his own right, pro- 
vides a good and readable history of comica 
and their creators, from “The Yellow Kid” 
in the New York World in 1893, right down 
to last Sunday's funny paper. He has done 
an exhaustive piece of research-and comes 
up with much background material. Stories 
behind the beginnings of such old favorites 
as Buster Brown, and of their mark on 
the comic field, make good reading.

Vacancies In the Roman Catho- 
lic College of Cardinals, which 
reached 10 with the death of 96- 


Italian Cardinals will 


regain numerical contro] of the 


college. 


Cardinal Pignatelli,was the fifth 
Italian Cardinal to die since Pope 
Pius XII’s designation of the rec- 
ord-breaking number of 32 new 
Cardinals at Christmas, 1945. That 
elevation, which was intended to 
fill the College to full strength of 
70 for the first time Many 
years, gave non-Italians a ma- 
jority. 

Thus, if Italians were named to 
half of the present vacancies they 
still would not recapture a major- 
ity of the seats. However, only 
five of the 32 Cardinals last named 
were Italians. Should this ratio 
be continued, the proportionate 
number of Cardinals in other 
‘countries would go up still higher

It’s 
more able to stand the pressure 
of heavy hunting than is any of | 
the duck species.” 

Williams said there’s no reason | 
why the coot if properly cooked 
shouldn't taste like duck, particu- 
‘| larly in areas where grain and | 
other food is plentiful. | 

“The coot is killed pretty heavi- 
ly in the south,” he added, “but 
out west almost the only people, 
who shoot coot are little boys hav- 
ing target practice. 

“Because it skips along the wi 
ter and is seldom seen in real 
flight, it’s not considered a good 
sporting target.”

The welfare 
appropriation bill proposes expen- 
ditures of $55,186,956 for old age 
pensions, including $31,082,553 in 
federal grants, and $12,242,127 for 
dependent children, of which $7.- 
147,514 would be federal funds. Re- 
lief costs are paid entirely by the 
state. 

Carter also asked the committee 
to approve $1,932,796 for adminis- 
trative expenses, or $432,796 more 
than the House voted. He said 
the lack of sufficient administra- 
tive funds had hampered the 
Welfare Division, so that it is now 
only 75 per cent current in its 
work, 

The extra funds, he said, will 
enable the division to dispose of 
public assistance applicants more 
rapidly and conserve state aid 
funds by prompt investigations to 
determine whether recipients

READING is basic to all edu- 
cational progress, so it is especially 
wise to give children a thorough 
grounding in this subject. A good 
reader can become good at mathe- 
matics or music, literature or 
acience. 

But poor readers seldom £0 
far in the school system. By all 
: means, therefore, encourage & 
youngster to read well. Intelligent parents can co-operate with 
the school and help a backward reader like Janet. She must 
learn to look with pleasure upon the subjects of reading and 
spelling. As a rule, however, we dislike those things in which 
we make a poor showing. Janet is no exception. She doesn’t 
like reading because she isn’t good at it. 

We shall have to associate reading with other things which 
are pleasant to her. Suppose her parents engage in simple 
reading games with her. Then her pleasure in playing with 
her parents will attach to the subject of reading. Finally, 
she'll like the reading in its own right. In psychology, we call 
this process “conditioning.”

S80 I URGED Janet's mother to buy some large sheets of 


cardboard and a printing outfit. The former was cut into 
strips on which words and phrases were printed. We call 
these “flash cards.” They are flashed in front of the child 
for an instant and are then hidden from sight. If a child 
can name the word or phrase in that brief exposure, he gets 
the card, otherwise it goes in the parent's pile of cards. The 
one with the Jarger stack of cards wins. In dealing with chil- 
dren, let them win about two out of every three attempts. 
The parents may compete with the child each night, thus 
making a game out of this study. ; 

, encourage your child to read aloud from some book 
that has a strong dramatic plot. Select books suited to his 
age and let him read one chapter per day. 

Be liberal with your praise and stingy with your criticism. 

Finally, be sure you have a dictionary in your home, and 
teach your children how to use it, not only for pronunciations 
and definitions, but also for checking on their spelling.

HEUMATIC fever remains a 
R disease of unknown cause, but 

the bulk of available evidence 
suggests that it is in some way 
related to infections of the throat 
with the streptococcus, This is the 
illness most commonly Known as 
“strept throat.” Where a rash re- 
sults along with this type of in- 
fection the disease is then called 
scarlet fever. The exact inter-re- 
lationship of all these illnesses is 
unknown. It is definitely estab- 
lished, however, that the rate of 
streptococcal infections parallels 
the incidence of rheumatic fever. 
Much study and investigation into 
this problem is now being con- 
ducted. 

Question: “Is it safe for an epi- 
leptic to be employed?” 

Answer: It has been estimated 
that about 90 per cent of all epi- 
leptics have sufficient muscle sta- 
bility to be employable. This is 
particularly true now with the ad- 
vent of better and better drugs 
for the epileptic which control the 
condition to such an extent that 
fewer and fewer attacks occur, 
and when they do these are usual- 
ly milder than those experienced 
previously to taking these drugs. 


Many epileptica have initial 
warnings of oncoming attacks, and 
can, on their own, put themselves 
in locations and situations where 
injury is less Hable. In a study 
of the employment record of those 
working, their record was re- 
vealed to be unusually good. In 
some cases the uncertainty of at- 
tacks somewhat diminished their 
efficiency records. It is obvious, 
however, that where attacks are 
few, efficiency cannot be lowered 
materially. 

In some states an employer is 
made responsible for injuries oc- 
curring to epileptics, and this has 
done much to discourage employ- 
ers from considering epileptics for 
various types of employment. 
Many epileptics have secured jobs 
without revealing to their employ- 


' ers that they were so afflicted. 


Much remains to be done for 
this class of unfortunate individ- 
uals in encouraging them to seek 
and earn their own, livelinood. 
Likewise, education is needed con- 
cerning misconceptions that many 
employers have about this illness. 
These people are often brilliant, 
and epilepsy does not necessarily 
dull the mind. Some of the great- 
est men in history have been epi- 
leptics.

as your wife suggests, that the boy did not stage these exhibi- 
tions when he had her entire attention. Now he realizes his 
mother’s attention is divided between him and the new daddy 
and he resents the fact, and with violence, Bribing, as you 
have discovered, helps the matter only momentarily, and is bad 
for the youngster. Instead, the child should either be ignored 
during his outburst or isolated in another room. There will be 
no continuance of the tantrum if there is no audience, The 
child will learn there is social disapproval of such behavior. 
Your wife in addition should try to reagon with her youngster 
and build up in him a feeling of good will for you, which you 
can back up on your part, with tact and careful handling.

Nick : Kobane, Shot in 1938 by Policeman Who Thought He Was Burglar, Still Bedfast >

DETROIT, Feb. 19. 

OBODY really was to blame; 

circumstances just ganged up 

on Nick that night. If he 
hadn’t had to work overtime.... 
If the boss hadn't offered to drive 
him home, and run out of gas 
five blocks away. ... If Nick 
hadn’t volunteered to return for 
some. ... If the tank in the shop 
hadn’t been empty and he hadn't 
had to take a wrench and drain 
some gas from a scooter that was 
on a test block. ... If the police- 
man on the beat hadn’t tried the 
door just then,... 

The policeman walked stealthily, 
He drew his gun. A man ap- 
peared from behind a partition, 
his body silhouetted in a dim 
light. The officer barked a com- 
mand and the man started to 
raise his hands. Suddenly a glint 
of light bounced off a metal object 
in one of them, 

“Tt was leveled right at me,” 
the policeman said later. “What 
could I do?” He was a) good po- 
liceman—14 years’ service, one ci- 
tation, no demerits.

able him to walk on crutches. 

Just now the walking part is 
only a hope, based on some things 
the medical men have learned 
while Nick lay in his bed. 

The career is a more immediate 
matter. It will take a lot of 
preparation for him to become a 
medical researcher, but he has the 
mental] ability, educators have de- 
cided, and he certainly has the 
time. 

There was a bit of a problem 
in arranging things, for to be a 
medical researcher it is necessary 
to go to college. The Nick Ko- 
bane Club and President David 
D. Henry of Wayne University, 
have come up with a solution of 
this difficulty.
